WASHINGTON, May 5.—(#)—In 


a dramatic warning that the world 
faces a financial crisis Chairman 


Borah, of the foreign relations com- 


mittee, in the senate today roared 


the charge that “we have no leader- 


ship” in the United States. 


To all the rulers of the world the 


Idaho orator, with his powerful voice, 
hoomed a challenge as he demanded 


disarmament, settlement of the repa- 
rations problem, and restoration of 


silver to place it in the same rating 
it had “before 1925.” 

Senator Borah also charged that 
the United States “has made wu 
real, sincere effort to bring about” 
an international silver conference, ‘‘al- 
though the senate last year unanimous- 
ly requested the president” to call 
one, 
the-very trouble of the situation, the 
timidity of governments to take hold 
ef the question which is sinking the 
people into utter degration.” 

Chairman Borah outlined three 
courses toward the goal of economic 
recovery of the world and to a crowd- 
ed senate and half-filled galleries he 
charted the pathways with such 
verbal force no one left until he Wad 
finished near the close of the usual 
lunch hour. 

His unruly hair falling over his fore- 
head, 
of the Geneva disarmament conference 
would have worldwide effects and dis- 
courage investors. 

He pointed to a restlessness of the 
masses, everywhere, at the failure of 
government to meet the problems, add- 
ing, “I do not know how long the 
people will be willing to carry the 
burden they are now carrying.”

“I venture this opinion,” he said, 
“that unless armaments are reduced, 
so, that the burden is lifted, unless 
reparations nre settled so that Europe 
can start on economic recovery and 
unless silver is restored to the place 
it occupied pior to 1925, to restore to 
some extent the purchasing power of 
one half the world, there will not be 
any ready return to prosperity.”

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HOUSE APPROVES 
SHOALS OPERATION 
BY GOVERNMENT 


Federal Group Will Run 
Development if No Lease 
Is Arranged Within Pe- 
riod of 18 Months. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—(P)— 
The Hill bill directing government 
operation of its $140,000,000 proper- 
ties at Muscle Shoals if no acceptable 
private lease is obtained was passed 
today by the house and sent to the 


senate. 


The vote was 183 to 132. 

The bill creates a government board 
of three and allows 18 months for 
contracting a lease to private inter- 
ests under terms requiring produc- 
tion of a minimum amount of fer- 
tilizer. 

Failing to obtain a satisfactory pri- 
vate bid, the board is directed te 
begiu. operation of the nitrate plants. 
Should a later bidder meet the leas- 
ing terms, however, the board would 
stop operation and write a_ private 
contract. 

In either case, 
would retain control of the power 
facilities at the switchboard. 

Among leasing requirements is an 
8 per cent limit on profit from the 
production and sale of fertilizer and 
the necessity of producing 10,000 tons 
of fixed nitrogen within two years 
and 15,000 tons of phosphoric acid 
within 30 months. 

A recapture national defense clause 
is included. Municipalities, counties, 
states and chemical plants are given 
preference in buying excess power 
from the governing board, 

Construction of the $34,000,000 
Cove Creek dam in Tennessee is au- 
thorized but the authority was made 
dependent upon a private lease or 
certification to the president from the 
board that fertilizer needs demanded 
more power.

Darrow indicated with finality Mrs. 
Massie will not reMain to testify in 
the retrial of four men accused of 
attacking Mrs. Massie last Septem- 
ber. The four, together with Kaha- 


hawai, were tried last September but 
the jury disagreed. 

From reliable sources it was 
learned all those connected with the 
recent trials, including the defendants, 
their leatives and attorneys, will leave 
Sunday for San Francisco on the 
steamship Malolo.

How to Cook Asparagus. 

Perhaps no vegetable besides spin- 
ach is so carelessly cooked as the deli- 
cate-flavored asparagus. Over-cooking 
ruins it, water-soaking it spoils it, 
and careless handling spoils its fresh 
appearance. The best utensil in which 
to cook it is an old-fashioned tall cof- 


fee pot. This is deep enough to hold 
the whole stalk upright, and offers 


thy best makeshift means for cooking 
it right. 

Put about an inch of boiling water 
in the bottom of the cuffee pot, salt 
it, place the bunch of prepared and 
washed asparagus in the coffee pot, 
bottoms or stem ends first. Place 
cover on tight. Turn up the flame 
of the stove, boil rapidly about 8 or 
10 minutes, depending on age and con- 
dition of the vegetable. This method 
cooks the tougher stem ends in the 
water, and _~ steams the heads 
When done, lift out earefully between 
the prongs of two nested forks, and 
place on a platter or plate. Serve 
with drawn or melted butter sauce, 
seasoned with salt, pepper, dash of 
lemon juice. 

When cooked by this method, the 
asparagus retains its lovely green 
color, its good texture and remains 
whole. It is peed on a platter and 
garnished wit toast points which 
have been dipped in the drawn butter 
sauce. Use a gravy boat or a mayon- 
naise dish for the butter sauce. The 
fresher the butter, of course, the bet- 
ter, as for all of the tender spring 
vegetables. 

If there is no coffee pot available, 
the next best thing to do is to cut 
off the lower ends until the heads, 
when upright, will fit into the next 
deepest pan you happen to have. A 
small opening is best, since it sup- 
ports the stalks upright. 

Alternate Methods mot Cooking It. 

Some people prefer the asparagus 
creamed, and truly it is delicious if 
done right. The asparagus ought to 
be picked about 15 minutes before 
using it! Then it should be imme- 
diately cooked, quickly and not over- 
much. After cooking, cut it in two- 
inch lengths. serve in individual dishes 
and smother, with hot, rich cream, 
heavily’ seasoned with salt and pep- 
er. Do not add cold cream, have it 


ot. 

About the worst thing to do with 
fresh asparagus, right out of the gar- 
den, is to cream it with a thickened, 
floury paste, such as is met with many 
times, even where people ought to 
know better! If you must have it 
creamed, prepare it that way the sec- 
ond day. provided there are any left- 
overs! Cut the asparagus in two- 
inch lengths, heat it in top of double 
boiler. Make a delicious thin white 
sauce in a separate container, and 
make it this way: 

Melt two tablespoons good butter 
in a clean pan. Blend one tablespoon 
flour with it. Gradually add, while 
stirring and heating, one cup rich 
milk, preferably top milk. Cook until 
smooth, let it bubble up slowly for 
a couple of minutes, then season with 
salt and pepper and a few drops of 
lemon juice. When hot, add the heat- 
ed asparagus tid-bits and serve im- 
mediately. Do not stir any more than 
necessary after adding the tips. 

Ways to Use Leftovers. | 

About the best way to use _ left- 
over fresh asparagus is in a salad, 
marinated with French dressing, and 
served very cold on a bed of water- 
cress or shredded leaf lettuce. 

Another way to use it is in soup. 
Make a foundation soup, according to 
the white sauce recipe given above. 
Push the left-over asparagus through 
a coarse sieve, or use the vegetable 
ricer. Add it to the soup, season 
well, adding a suggestion of minced 
onion. This is a delicious green and 
white soup when properly made, and 
tis said that asparagus is so good 
for one’s kidneys, too! 


Asparagus souffle, made according 
to any other souffle recipe, offers an 
interesting variety as a vegetable. And 
fresh asparagus omelet is a dish fit 
for the gods! Symphony in color, too, 
green and gold! Imagine how delight- 
ful for breakfast, when served on a 
table spread with light green cloth, 
and centered with a low bow! of gold- 
en-yellow tulips! My. oh, my, you 
may invite me to breakfast right now!

ATHENS, Ga., May 5.—Lack of | 
supervision and co-ordination in the | 
work of prosecuting attorneys was) 
blamed for the disorganization of law 
enforcement in Georgia, by Harmon | 
W. Caldwell, professor of law at thei 
university, at a meeting presided over : 
by Robert Russell, of Winder, Thurs- 
day afternoon. 

Professor Caldwell was addressing 
the senate committee on judicial and | 
legislative reform now .in session at’ 
Athens, which in its morning meet-| 
ing had heard Senator H. F. Lawson, 
secretary of the Georgia Bar’ Asso- 
ciation, strongly urge the incorpora- | 
tion of declaratory judgments and ad-' 
visory opinions into.Georgia’s legal 
system. 

“Popular election of prosecuting at- | 
torneys,’ said Professor Caldwell, in| 
listing the defects of Georgia’s pres-, 
ent system, “weakens the standing ' 
of every prosecuting officer. ‘Too 
great latitude is allowed prosecutors 
in determining whom and when they 
shall prosecute. Administering of 
state laws by local officials subject 
to no supervision or control is inef- 
fective. Finally, said Professor Cald- 
well, the handling of cases and the , 
filing of records is frequently charac- | 
terized by slipshod and _ careless. 
methods.” 

The remedy lies in empowering the 
governor to select law enforcement 
officers and to supervise their work | 
through the attorney-general, he said. | 
Abuse of the governor’s power could ' 
be avoided by giving the bar of the' 
district concerned the right, to nom- 
inate a panel of officers to the gov- 
ernor, and by confirmation of the ap-| 
pointment by the senate. | 

“The success of this system,” said: 
Professor Caldwell, “is attested by, 
the practice of the federal govern-| 
ment, the American dependencies, and 
several states.” 

Professor Caldwell asked the ques- 
tion whether the people of Georgia 
would forego the right of electing 
prosecuting officers. Senator Lawson | 
stated his opinion that the electors, 
would act intelligerftly on any mat-, 
ter fairly presented. 

“Tremendous savings,” declared 
Senator Lawson at the senate com-} 
mittee's- morning session, “could be- 
affected by declaratory judgments and | 
advisory opinions.” 

Declaratory judgments would allow | 
courts to construe wills and contracts ' 
before a breach of rights had occur- 
red. Thousands of dollars might be! 
saved to business each year and the’ 
loss of jobs prevented by avoiding | 
the interminable delays of legal pro-' 
cedure after a contract has been Vio- | 
lated. | 

The principle of declaratory judg- | 
ments is well known in European} 
countries and in the legal procedure 
of many American states where it 
has always succeeded, said the sena- 
tor.

“HOUSE WARMING’ HELD

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., May 5.— 

(P)—Townsfolk and patients, many 
of the latter in wheel chairs, came 
today to the “house warming” in the 
new cottage, which is the latest of 
dozens of homes Governor and Mrer.

It waa 
opened for the governor and his wife 
last week, 

Mothers and other relatives of pa- 
tients, and wives of the foundation 
officials, all of whom are old friends 
of the Roosevelts, aided in welcom- 
ing the crowds that came over red 
dust roads. ; 

It was a “folksy” occasion, and as 
remote from the political arena in 
which the governor moves up north 
as the lone fire sentinel on Pine 
mountain is from the nearest habita- 
tion. 

Mrs. Rgosevelt, wno returns to New 
York Saturday, recalled that she and 
the governor began housekeeping in a 
small place on Thirty-fifth street, 
New York. They rented it. They still 
have a home on Sixty-fifth street in 
New York, it being the old home of 
Mrs. Roosevelt’s mother. 

The governor’s family home has 
been for almost three centuries at 
Hyde Park on Hudson river. All of 
the other various homes th: Roose- 
velts have had were seasonal or tem- 
porary residences. While Mr. Roose- 
velt was assistant secretary of the 
navy he had two places in Washing- 
ton, on N and R streets. One early 
temporary dwelling was in Albany 
when the governor was in his first 
political position, state senator. 

Summer places have been at Fair- 
haven, Mass., Seabright, N. J., Ma- 
rion, Mass., and Campobello, New 
Brunswick. 

The governor was called upon to- 
five im- 
pecunious swimmers who had been 
hauled out of the foundation pool by 
the sheriff. The five youths. were in 
an automobile that hit a truck a short 
time before they went swimming, and 
the truck driver demanded they pay 
the damages. 

They refused and the sheriff found 
them in the pool, They adjusted the 
differences over the accident and 
wanted to return to the pool, but 
didn’t have money to repay the en- 
trance fee, they said. Mr. Roosevelt 
heard of their plight and asked the 
pool attendant to let them back in.
